TBE MEAT SUPPLY. 


[Tuscarora TImes-Beview.; 


For some time past representatives 


of the beavy San Francisco whole 
salp butchers 'have been 
making 


their way through this und other 
counties in the State, purchasing 
large numbers of beef cattle for that 
market, 
paying 
generally prices 


which were as a rule higher than 
could be realized by our local firms 
npon shipping directly to the Bay. 
The Reno journals insist that the 
cause of this is the action of ths Cali- 
fornia and Nevada Meat Shipping 
Association in building slaughter- 
houses and yards at Reno, whore the 
cattle are killed and shipped in re- 
frigerator cars to San Francisco. 
There is considerable in this, but 
the beef bought here is of a better 
quality than that to be obtained in 
California, and as shippers have 
heretofore been at the mercy of a 
ring of wholesalers in that city, 
many have ceased making U the dee 
tination of their beef, and *re look 
ing elsewhere for a place to dispose 
of their surplus, as was evinced last 
Summer by a few firms in tWs vicin- 
ity. This does not suit th« bay folkt* 
and they «re forced to adopt some 
means to atop such * procedure, 
This added to the doings of the Eeno 
Meat Association hag brought them 
to a realization of the ultimate result 
of their former course. 


But the association bus accom- 


plished more than this. It has DOW 
thoroughly demonstrated th«t dressed 
meat can Toe taken to San Francisco 
in prime condition by the use of the 
refrigerator car, and if it can be 
taken three hundred miles in that 
manner, it can be taken three then- 
sand. Hence, Chiuago and the other 
great cities can ba brought in direct 
competition with San Francisco, and 
an abundant market furnished for all 
the meat that can be produced in 
this State or any othsr section of the 
coast. This has given a new impetus 
to the cattle business in Nevada, and 
beef is gradually advancing in price, 
which will continue, and will cause a 
further growth in the business, anfl 
Nevada will hereafter produce more 
beef for exportation than she has ever 
done before.
